I ] T doth enfranchiſe the land, by giuing an intereſt in the game tothe owner ol the ground, cxclndcth all others. who o⸗ 
therwile without the Kings graunt haue as much intereſt in as the owner: neither will any action lye agamſt a man 
foꝛ taking oꝛ killing his game, oꝛ any recouery be had withont the Kings graunt, but action of treaſpaſſe. 
It hath great immunities and freedomes, whereok other grounds are deſtitute. 1. E. Ralt. - 3. 
The trelſpaſſer ſh all incur re the payment mentioned in the Kings graunt, which other Warrens want. 
Warren ground is not cubiect to the ſtatute made againſt the conuerſion of tillage , into paſture: whereby an arable 
ground out⸗ worne and barrened by toꝛne, may ſo be unployed to greater benefit, till it be fruitefull foz coꝛne againe, 
5 Trealpaſſes (hall incurre impꝛiſonnient toꝛ three peares, and make fine and ranſome, and put in lureties not to offend az
